Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: I was contacted to discuss the structure of the lhara et al. fastener 
shown in figure 10 and differences that exist relative to the structure and process of joining together the fastening 
elements of applicants 1 device. Arguments were presented as to how the process of joining and overall structure of 
applicants 1 device differes from that of lhara et al. because lhara et al. assembles the final product to create a different 
structure. While I agreed there are differences, I pointed to the allowed subject matter, and indicated that the claim 
construction of the rejected claims in my opinion does not preclude the application of the teachings of lhara et al. I 
pointed to dependent claim 83 as an indicator of the independent claims not requiring the permanent fixing of the 
nanotubes to the substrate because an independent claim should be considered broader than the dependent claim and 
therefore not require permanent fixing in the independent claims. We discussed a possible amendment to indicate that 
the fastening element nanotube has two ends with one end permanently attached to the substrate and the other a free 
standing end which is free of the substrate and I indicated that such would appear to be different from lhara et al. but 
no agreement was reached pending the language applicant should choose to use. A topological description of the 
morphology of the fastening elements was also discussed, but I discouraged its use from the need to make substantial 
changes to the specification in order to provide written description, its lack of understanding in this field of endeavor 
would make the scope of the claim unclear and the possibility of it giving rise to new matter, pending a review of the 
specification as filed. I suggested that we should be able to utilize non-mathematical and therefore less rigorous 
description, but description clearly within the application as filed, and in this context we discussed the description of the 
fastening element nanotubes with two ends, one permanently secured and the other free standing as indicated in more 
detail above. 
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
